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Established  at  Nottingham,  in  Nov.  1 805,  with  the  view  of  exterminating 

the  contagion  of  Small -pox,  bp  promoting  a  General  Cow  -  pock

that  valuable  discovery .  without  expense ,  to  such  of  the  poorer  orders 
of  the  .community,  as  were  disposed  to  accept  them. 


JS^he  Directors  of  this  Institution  have  now  arrived  at  the  most  agreeable 
part  of  their  labours, — that  of  reporting  to  the  Public  their  proceedings  and 
success  in  the  trust  committed  to  them.

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They  have  considered  the  duty  imposed  upon  them,  as  two -fold; 
1  si,  That  of  making  an  offer  of  the  benefits  of  this  practice  to  the  poor,  in  such 
manner  as  would  put  them  to  the  least  inconvenience,  and  seemed  the  most 
likely  to  secure  their  acceptance  of  it,  by  removing  those  prejudices  which 
must  for  a  time  obtain  against  a  discovery,  however  valuable,  that  is  yet 
now. 

2nd,  That  of  establishing  such  Rules  for  the  conduct  of  the  practical  part 
as,  by  enabling  the  Institution  to  exhibit  a  series  of  regularly  recorded  and 
conclusive  facts,  may  best  contribute  to  the  improvement  of  a  practice  which, 
though  hitherto  greatly  successful,  cannot  yet  be  supposed  to  have  arrived  at 
that  degree  of  perfection  of  which  it  is  susceptible. 

Gu  ided  by  these  views,  the  Directors  thought  it  best  to  commit  the  ex¬ 
ecutive  part  of  their  undertaking  to  one  surgeon,  who  engaged  to  devote  a 
competent  portion  of  his  time  to  that  object  exclusively, — to  visit  the  different 
quarters  of  the  town  in  rotation,  fer  the  purpose  of  inviting  such  of  the  inha¬ 
bitants  as  were  judged  proper  objects  of  a  charitable  establishment  to  partake, 
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at  their  own  houses,  of  the  benefits  it  held  out ; — and  lastly,  to  keep  a  regular 
record  (in  a  form  prescribed  by  the  Institution)  of  each  case,  exhibiting  its 
appearance  and  progress  at  four  different  periods  of  the  disease  when  the  pa¬ 
tient  was  visited  for  that  purpose.  All  this  was  to  be  transacted  under  the 
superintendence  of  a  Physician,  who  very  liberally  offered  his  services  to  the 
Institution  with  that  view. 

H  ow  far  (he  plan  of  this  Institution  has  been  calculated  to  secure  the  ob¬ 
jects  the  Directors  have  so  much  at  heart,  and  how  far  the  practical  part  of  it 
lias  been  conducted  with  skill,  diligence  and  discrimination,  the  Public  will 
be  enabled  to  judge  by  a  little  attention  to  the  leading  facts  now  laid  before 
them,  and  which  are  meant  as  an  outline  of  the  History  of  the  Institution  for 
the  six  months  that  have  elapsed  since  it  began  to  act. 

From  the  commencement  of  that  period,  viz.  the  1 1  th  of  Dec.  1805,  to 
the  lOthofJune,  1S06,  inclusive,  there  have  been  inoculated  for  the  Cow- 
pock,  in  all  eleven  hundred  and  seventy  -  free  persons,  of  which  number 
nine  hundred  and  sixty -seven  are  regarded  as  complete  and  satisfactory 
cases;  ninety  -  eight  are  distinguished  in  the  register  as  unsatisfactory, 
because,  in  these  cases,  the  pock  having  been  broken  by  accident  or  scratch¬ 
ing,  the  natural  progress  was  so  far  altered  or  interrupted  as  to  render  the 
protecting  power  of  the  disease,  from  future  Small-pock,  somewhat  doubtful : 
of  course  the  Institution  does  not  charge  itself  with  any  responsibility  in  respect 
to  these  cases;  the  patients  themselves,  or  their  parents,  having  rejected  a  second 
inoculation, — the  only  mean  of  placing  the  matter  beyond  the  reach  of  doubt. 
A  third  set  of  cases,  sixty-nine  in  number,  after  being  regularly  inoculated  and 
entered  in  the  register,  the  sequel  is  necessarily  left  blank,  because  the  matter 
having  failed  to  take  effect  at  the  first  operation ;  no  opportunity  was  afforded 
for  a  second,  in  consequence  of  a  refusal  of  the  patients  or  their  parents,  a 
change  of  their  place  of  abode,  or  some  similar  reason.  The  remaining 
forty-one  eases  are  at  this  time  under  vaccination. 

Every  person  who  will  take  the  trouble  to  reflect  on  this  subject,  will 
perceive  how  deeply  the  interests  of  this  discovery,  and  the  improvement  of 
its  practice  are  concerned,  in  a  due  distinction  of  the  cases  into  their  different 
classes  of  complete ,  doubtful ,  and  imperfect.  It  will  be  more  difficult  to 
convince  parents  and  patients  of  the  great  utility  there  is,  in  every  case,  of  a 
second  inoculation,  called  the  test,  a  few  days  after  the  first,  as  the  easiest 
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and,  in  many  cases,  the  only  mean  of  removing  uncertainty  respecting  the 
event ;  and  thence  reducing  the  class  of  doubtful  or  uncertain  cases.  Parents 
are  easily  satisfied,  when  the  common  appearances  present  themselves, 
whether  the  pock  be  broken  or  remain  entire ;  but  experience  has  proved 
that,  in  such  cases,  no  reliance  ought  to  be  placed  but  upon  a  second  inocu¬ 
lation  or  test.  It  is  likewise  important,  that  no  application  ought  to  be  made 
to  the  broken  pock,  but  by  the  positive  direction  of  the  vaccinating  surgeon. 


The  Directors  feel  a  peculiar  satisfaction  in  being  able,  within  six  months, 
to  present  the  result  of  so  extensive  a  practice  to  the  public,  without  having 
a  single  instance  of  death  to  charge  upon  it:  it  is  admitted,  that  one  child  ot 
three  months  old  and  of  a  weakly  constitution  was,  on  the  ninth  day  alter  vac¬ 
cination,  taken  with  vomiting,  followed  by  convulsions,  which  put  a  period 
to  its  existence;  but  it  ought  to  be  remarked,  that  the  inoculated  part  made 
no  progress  after  the  sixth  day,  and  that  this  is  usually  observed  to  happen 
when  any  new  disease  arises.  Add  to  this,  that  the  parents  themselves  were 
satisfied  that  the  Cow-pock  had  no  concern  in  producing  their  child’s  disease. 


Much  has  been  said  and  written  respecting  the  freqency  of  foul  eruptions 
as  a  consequence  of  Cow-pock  inoculation ;  and  this,  in  fact,  is  an  objection 
that  has  been  urged  against  the  practice  in  this  town  and  neighbourhood.  If 
eruptions  be  a  frequent  consequence  in  other  parts,  we  have  been  peculiarly 
fortunate  in  not  being  able  to  report  more  than  six  instances  where  eruptions 
have  appeared  within  a  month  after  the  completion  of  the  process,  in  nearly  a 
thousand  instances  of  vaccination  :  where  they  did  occur,  the  eruptions  were 
of  a  kind  incident  to  children,  from  various  causes,  and  speedily  yielded  to 
very  simple  treatment.

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No  other  accident  or  inconvenience  has  been  found  to  follow  this  disorder. 

No  instance  of  small-pock  has  occurred  to  any  patient  that  has  been  vacci¬ 
nated  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Institution ;  and  should  any  suspicion 
of  this  kind  arise  at  any  future  period,  it  is  earnestly  requested — that  a  written 
communication  to  that  purpose  may  be  sent,  without  delay,  to  any  one  of  the 
Directors,  to  Dr.  Clarke  or  Mr.  Calton,  at  their  houses ;  That  the  case,  what¬ 
ever  it  may  be^  may  undergo  a  fair  and  full  investigation,  before  it  is  too  late 
to  ascertain  its  nature.  V 


The  next  observation  we  have  to  make  has  a  peculiar  claim  to  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  public,  as  affecting  the  main  question  at  issue, — The  protecting 
pozver  of  Cow-pock  from  the  contagion  of  Small-pox.  The  Small-pock 
was  not  known  to  be  in  the  town  at  the  time  the  practice  of  public  vacci¬ 
nation  was  enterecl  upon ;  but  in  a  few  weeks  afterwards,  the  child  of  a  tra¬ 
veller  was  brought  to  a  lodging-house,  in  Charlotte-square,  affected  with  the 
confluent  Small-pox,  where  others  were  exposed  to  the  infection.  The  vac- 
cinatingsurgeon,  in  compliance  wdth  his  instructions  on  that  subject,  directed 
his  whole  attention  to  that  neighbourhood ;  and  by  obtaining  leave  to  inoculate 
the  greater  number  of  the  poor  thus  exposed  to  the  contagion,  the  natural 
Small-pox  happily  ceased.  In  the  course  of  the  two  following  months,  the 
infection  appeared  in  three  other  parts  of  the  town ;  but  was  arrested  in  its 
fatal  progress,  by  the  same  means:  we  sa y  fatal  progress  because,  out  of 
sfeven  instances  of  casual  small-pox  that  came  to  our  knowledge,  two  of  the 
patients  died,  although  medical  aid  was  afforded  them.  In  one  person  who, 
although  under  the  influence  of  small-pox  contagion,  had  submitted  to  vaccine 
inoculation  before  the  small-pox  appeared,  both  diseases  took  place  ;  but  the 
small-pox  was  so  mild,  that  the  patient  recovered  speedily,  and  with  little 
inconvenience.  From  this,  as  a  solitary  case,  no  inference  could  be  taken ; 
but  that  it  is  found  to  concur  with  the  experience  of  the  most  extensive  vac¬ 
cinators,  who  assert  that, — wherever  the  two  diseases  meet,  the  small-pox 

generally  proves  of  a  mild  sort. - No  stronger  argument  can  be  offered  to 

encourage  vaccine  inoculation  at  the  time  they  may  be  unavoidably  exposed  to 
small-pox  contagion,  if  the  eruption  lias  not  actually  appeared* 

It  is  proper  to  remark,  that  the  register  makes  it  appear, — that  out  of  the 
whole  number  inoculated,  Jive  hundred  and  seven  exceed  theage  of  two years : 
a  circumstance  which  is  brought  in  proof  of  the  indifference  of  parents  to  this 
practice,  although  they  could  have  obtained  it  without  expense,  either  at  the 
General  Hospital  or  by  the  liberal  offer  of  many  of  the  surgeons  of  this  place. 
It  follows,  that  the  advantages  of  so  general  a  Cow-pock  Inoculation  are  due 
to  the  plan  adopted  by  this  Institution.  With  all  its  advantages,  ^considerable 
number  that  were  proper  objects,  have  rejected  the  offer  from  religious  scru¬ 
ples. 

We  have,  however,  reason  to  congratulate  the  public, — that  Vaccination 
has,  in  this  town,  been  carried  to  an  extent  in  six  months,  which  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  equalled  in  any  town  of  considerably  greater  population, 


the  report  of  whose  public  practice,  for  the  last  year,  has  reached  us. - 

This  will  appear  by  a  comparison  of  the  iepbrt  of  the  vaccine  establishments  in 
Dublin,  Edinburgh,  Bath,  and  Newcastle,  some  of  them  of  double  or  even 
nearly  triple  our  population,  with  the  present  report  for  Nottingham. —

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It  remains  for  the  Public  to  judge,  how  far  a  charitable  establishment  for 
Cow-pock  Inoculation  in  this  place  has  been  attended  with  success,  and  how 
far  it  deserves  future  support.  It  is  obvious,  that  this  can  only  be  done  at  a 
regular  annual,  and,  we- think,  a  moderate  expense. 

HitheAto  the  benefits  may  be  regarded  as  confined  to  those  individuals 
who  have  accepted  them :  the  advantage  to  the  community  can  only  result 
from  a  permanent  plan  of  early  inoculation  for  Cow-pock,  such  as  may  prove 
shtetieht  to  prevent,-  or,  if  it  does  appear,  greatly  to  confine  the  fatal  influ¬ 
ence  of  the.  contagion  of  small-pock.

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At  a  Meeting  of  the  Medical  Faculty ,  residing  in 
Nottingham ,  held  the  1 6th  of  October ,  1805, 
the  purpose  of  considering  the  propriety  of  their 
coming  forward  as  a  Body  to  promote  some  Flan 
for  a  General  Cow  Pock  Inoculation 

1RESOLVED,  Firff,  That  it  is  our  unanimous  opinion, 
that  the  Inoculation  of  the  Cow  Pock,  as  difcovered  by 
Dr.  Je  NNER,  illuflrated  and  pra&ifed  by  him  fell  and 
others,  is  highly  deferving  the  patronage  and  fupport  of 
all  ranks,  but  more  efpecially  of  the  Medical  Faculty,  as 
holding  forth,  under  fkilful  management,  the  mod  effica¬ 
cious  proteftion  from  the  multiplied  evils  ot  that  periodical 
peftilence,  the  Natural  Small  Pox,  and  even  promiimgthe 
entire  extermination  of  that  direful  contagion,  whenever 
the  means  can  be  devifed  of  enforcing  a  general  adoption 
of  it,  at  a  very  early  period  of  life  : 

That  this  has  feveral  years  been  the  decided  opinion  of 
the  greater  number  now  prefent,  appears  from  the  indivi¬ 
dual,  though  ineffectual,  fupport  they  have  given  to  that 
praftice,  both  by  their  example  in  their  own  families  and 
among  their  relations,  their  reafonings,  and  their  offers  of 
gratuitous  Inoculation  to  the  Poor. 

Secondly,  That  as  it  does  not  appear  the  praflice  of 
Cow  Pock  Inoculation  has  hitherto  been  adopted  here,  in 
the  degree  that  the  individual  exertions  of  the  Medical 
Faculty  in  it’s  favour  would  have  juftified  us  in  expelling, 
we  have  judged  it  expedient,  thus  to  declare  in  a

sody,  oar  unanimous  opinion  in  favour  of  this  practice, 
and  our  earned  recommendation  that  fome  plan  may  be 
adopted  to  encourage  a  General  Inoculation  of  the  Cow 
Pock  among  all  ranks  ;  and,  that  a  permanent  Charitable 
Eftabliihment  be  formed,  under  proper  Directors,  for  the 
foie  purpofe  of  extending  it’s  benefits  to  the  Poor  gra¬ 
tuitously. 

Thirdly,  That  as  the  extenfion  of  contagion,  by  the 
praftioe  of  Small  Pock  Inoculation,  is  wholly  inconfiftent 
with  the  objeft  we  now  have  in  view,  we  do  hereby  engage 
to  do  all  in  our  power  to  diiTuade  from,  and  difcourage, 
that  p  raft  ice. 

Fourthly,  That  Three  of  our  Number  be  deputed 
to  wait  upon  the  Mayor  with  thefe  Refolutions,  re¬ 
queuing  his  concurrence  in  their  obje£I,  fo  far  as  to  call  a 
General  Meeting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town,  in  the 
hope  of  obtaining  the  fanftion  of  our  Fellow  Citizens,  and 
their  fupport  in  conducing  a  meafure  that  appears  to  us 
full  of  importance, 

RESOLVED,  That  Dr.  Pennington,  Mr.  Attenburrow, 
and  Mr.  Calton,  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  Mayor  for 
the  above  purpofe.

IN  THE  CHAIR; 

RESOLVED  UNANIMOUSLY,  That  this  Meeting, 
imprefled  by  the  very  interefting  reprefen  ation  of  the 
Gentlemen  of  the  Faculty  made  to  the  Mayor,  entertains 
the  moft  firm  conviftion  that  a  Permanent  Eftablifhnient 
for  inoculating  the  Poor  with  the  Cow  Pock,  and  for  pro¬ 
moting  a  General  Inoculation  for  the  fame  throughout  all 
ranks  of  fociety,  within  the  reach  of  our  influence,  is 
worthy  of  the  patronage  and  fuppert  of  the  great  body  of 
the  inhabitants  of  this  manufacturing  diflrift,  and  that  a 
public  subscription  be  folicited,  to  be  applied  to 
this  purpofe. 

RESOLVED  UNANIMOUSLY,  That  a  fmall  Per¬ 
manent  Committee  be  appointed,  to  confifl  of  the  following 
Gentlemen,  (viz.)  The  Mayor,  Dr.  Stoker,  Dr.  Pen¬ 
nington,  The  Rev.  Charles  Wylde,D.D.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Alliott,  Mr.  Atten burrow,  and  Mr. 
Maddock,  who  (hall  be  called  “  The  Directors  of  the 
“  Inflitution  for  promoting  a  General  Inoculation  lor  the 
“  Cow  Pock,  within  the  Town  of  Nottingham  who 
are  empo  w  ered  by  this  Meeting  to  devife  the  bell  means  of 
attaining  the  obje£t  of  this  Inflitution  ;  and,  who  being 
charged  with  the  power  of  carrying  the  fame  into  complete 
execution,  fhall  dire£t  the  application  of  the  Funds  which 
the  Public  may  think  proper  to  devote  to  this  purpofe. 
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and  be  authorised  to  elcdl  a  Secretary,  and  to  appoint  new 
Members  of  the  Inflitution,  whenever  it  may  be  neceffary, 
in  confequence  of  the  death,  abfence,  or  refignation,  of 
any  of  the  prefent  Members.

RESOLVED,  That  the  Thanks  of  this  Meeting  be 
given  to  the  Mayor  for  calling  the  fame,  and  for  his  liberal 
conduct  throughout  the  whole  of  the  bufmefs  thereof. 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Direftors  ot  the  Inflitution  for  Vaccine  Inoculation^ 
hejd  for  the  firft  time  on  the  31ft  ot  Oftober,  1805,  it  was  agreed,  that, 
for  the  better  attainment  of  the  purpoles  of  the  Inflitution,  and  the  better 
regulation  of  their  proceedings,  the  following  GENERAL  RULES  be 
obferved 

I.  That  the  Diredlors  fit  all  meet,  at  leaf!,  twice  in  every 
month,  for  the  purpofe  of  receiving  Reports  of  the  State 
of  Vaccination  ;  of  infpedling  the  Records;  and  adopting 
fuch  meafures  as  fhall  appear  to  them  to  be  the  beff  calcu¬ 
lated  to  promote  the  fuccefs  ot  that  pradlice. 

II.  That  the  Diredlors  of  this  Inflitution  do  not  propofe 
to  take  upon  themfeives  any  fhare  in  the  executive  part  of 
this  plan,  except  that  the  Medical  Members  of  it  {hall,  at 
all  times,  be  ready  when  called  upon  to  give  their  advice, 
either  individually,  or  in  confultation,  on  any  quefiion  of 
doubt  or  difficulty  that  may  arife  in  the  practice. 

III.  That  a  Phyfician  be  appointed  to  the  Vaccine 
Inflitution  ;  and  that  it  fhall  be  his  duty  to  be  ready  to  give 
his  advice,  when  called  upon  by  the  Surgeon,  when  any 
doubt  arifes  refpedling  the  propriety  of  inoculating  any 
individual  ;  or  in  any  cafe  of  irregular  Symptoms  occurring 
during  the  procefs  ;  to  See  each  patient  that  is  vaccinated 
under  the  diredlion  of  the  Inflitution,  once  at  leaf!  during 
the  procefs  ;  and  that  more  efpecially  in  its  advanced  flage, 
that  he  may  be  prepared  to  give  his  opinion  how  far  it  has 
proved  fatisfadlory  orotherwife  ;  and  torequefl,  whenever 
he  may  judge  it  necefTary,  the  afhftance  of  any  one  or  more 
of  the  Medical  Members  of  the  Inflitution  to  decide  any 
quefiion  of  doubt  or  difficulty  that  may  arife. 
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IV.  That  a  Surgeon  be  appointed  to  this  Inftitution^ 
yvhofe  duty  it  (hall  be  to  vifit  all  the  poorer  families  of  the 
Three  Parifhes  in  the  Town,  in  regular  rotation,  beginning 
at  fome  one  part  ot  it  ;  to  encourage  and  perfuade  them 
to  accept  the  advantages  offered  by  the  Inftitution,  and  to 
vaccinate  as  many  as  are  willing,  and  are  deemed  fit  fub-, 
je£is  for  this  practice  ;  to  vifit  each  patient  that  has  been, 
vaccinated,  at  three  diftin£L  periods  after  vaccination,  and 
make  as  many  written  reports  on  the  cafe,  adding  fuch 
obfervations  upon  each  cafe,  as  (hall  be  thought  nec chary 
by  the  Phyfician  and  himielt. — In  cafe  of  any  irregularity 
occurring  in  the  progrefs  of  the  fymptoms,  to  call  upon 
the  Phyfician  for  his  affiflance  ;  and  to  keep  a  regular 
regifler  of  each  cafe,  in  a  tabular  form,  including  the 
name,  age,  and  dwelling  of  each  patient ;  and  three 
diitin£I  reports  of  the  progrefs  and  obiervations  as  above 
(fated. 

RESOLVED,  That  an  Addrefs  to  the  Public  be  pre¬ 
pared  by  Dr.  Pennington,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Alliott,  and  Mr. 
Coldham,  to  be  fubmittedto  the  next  Meeting.

INSTITUTION  TO  PROMOTE  COW- 
POCK  INOCULATION, 


IN  THE 

TOWN  OF  NOTTINGHAM. 

THE  Directors  of  this  Inftitution,  the  de- 

Sgnof  which  is  to  prevent  the  diffe  mi  nation  of  the  Smail 
Fox  in  this  populous  Town,  and,  as  much  as  poflible,  to 
contribute  to  the  extermination  of  that  malignant  and 
fatal  difeafe,  requeflthe  attention  of  the  Inhabitants  in  ge¬ 
neral,  and  of  Parents  and  Heads  of  Families  in  particular, 
tothe  following  fa61s  and  obfervations : 

Human  Nature  is  not  ordinarily  liable  to  a  more  fevere 
and  dreadful  fcourge  than  the  Small  Pox.  When  this 
difeafe  is  taken  by  cafual  infe&ion,  as  is  generally  the  cafe 
among  the  Poor,  it  is  eflimated  that  it  is  fatal  in  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  one  cafe  to  fix  ;  but  the  fevere  and  diftreffing 
fymptoms  of  this  horrid  diftemper,  and  the  dreadful  mor¬ 
tality  which  it  produces  in  families  and  neighbourhoods, 
conllitute  but  a  part  of  it’s  baneful  effeffs  :  it  frequently 
entails  on  it’s  unhappy  fubje&s,  perfonal  deformity,  per¬ 
manent  weaknefs,  partial  or  entire  deafnefs,  blindnefs,  or 
defedf  of  fight,  and  is  not  fcldom  the  parent  of  thofe 
fcrofulous  and  confumptive  difeafes,  which  have  fo  ge¬ 
nerally  and  fatally  prevailed  during  the  laft  century. 

It  is  true  that  a  milder  form  of  this  difeafe  has  been 
obtained  by  the  difeovery  of  Inoculation  ;  but,  even  thus 
meliorated,  it  is  Hill  a  painful  and  troublefome  diforder. 


producing  very  pernicious  eff'e£ls  on  the  confutation,  and 
proving  fometimes  fatal ;  for  it  is  eftimated  that  one  m 
three  hundred  dies  under  the  influence  of  Inoculated  Small 
Pox  :  but  a  ferious  objeftion  to  Inoculation  for  theSnssll 
Pox  refults  from  this  refleftion,  that,  by  the  praflice  of  if, 
a  raoft  infeftious  and  malignant  diforder  is  introduced 
into  families,  neighbourhoods,  and  towns  ;  and  thus  while 
one  life  is  preferved,  many  are  facrificed.  To  this  caufe 
it  is  to  be  attributed,  that  more  deaths  have  been  occafionesl 
by  the  Small  Pox,  fmce  this  practice  was  adopted,  than 
before.  In  the  fir  ft  thirty  years  of  the  laft  century,  before 
the  effe&s  of  Inoculation  could  be  known,  in  one  thoufand 
deaths  feventy-iour  were  occafioned  by  the  Small  Pox  ; 
whereas,  in  the  laft  thirty  years  of  the  fame  century,  it 
appears,  that  ninety-five  in  one  thoufand  were  the  refuk 
of  that  difeafe  ;  which  mortality  chiefly  falls  on  the  poorer 
clafs.  » 

The  difeafe  called  “  the  Cow  Pox,5’  has  been  known  for 
many  years  in  feveral  counties  in  the  Weft  of  England, 
to  freethofe,  who  had  paffed  under  it’s  influence,  from  the 
danger  of  the  Small  Pox  1  nfeftion.  Within  the  laft  eight 
years,  the  public  attention  has  been  dire£ted  to  it  as  a  com¬ 
plete  antidote, ---a  certain  protedion  againft  it.  Medical! 
and  feientific  men  have  devoted  that  attention  to  this  dif- 
covery,  which  the  importance  of  it  to  fociety  and  humanity 
required  ;  and  the  refult  of  a  patient  and  unbiafled  obfer- 
vation  of  it,  in  it’s  nature,  progrefs,.  and  efteft,  has  been  an 
almoft  univerfal  approbation  of  the  praftice  of  Cow  Pock 
Inoculation,  and  an  earned  recommendation  of  it,  as 
promihng,  if  generally  adopted,  entirely  to  exterminate 
that  direful  and  deftru&ive  contagion. 

The  Cow  Pox  is 'found  to  be  fo  extremely  mild  in  it's 
aftion  on  the  human  frame,  as  feldom  to  require  the  aid  of 
internal  medicine  ;  nor  has  it  been  obferved  to  be  followed 
by  any  enervating  or  diftrefting  efTe£l$,  and  it  puff  dies  this 
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Angular  and  prepoflefling  recommendation,  by  which  it  ii 
particularly  diftinguifhed  from  Small  Pox,— that  it  is  in-: 
capable  of  being  communicated  but  by  Inoculation  :  fo 
tliat  perfons  in  health  may  deep  in  the  fame  bed  with 
thofe  who  have  it,  without  fulferingthe  lead  inconvenience. 

It  has,  indeed,  been  affertcd,  that  the  Cow  Pox  does  not 
univerfally  fecure  from  the  Small  Pox  ;  but,  on  a  very 
drift  fcrutiny,  it  appears,  that  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thoufand  perfons,  who  have  been  inoculated  for  the  Cow 
Pox,  only  fifty  perfons  have  been  alleged  to  have  after¬ 
wards  taken  the  Small  Pox.  Admitting  the  lull  amount  of 
tins  affertion,  it  would  then  appear,  that  only  one  perfon 
in  five  thoufand  is  liable  to  Small  Pox  after  having  paffed 
through  the  Cow  Pox  :  but  of  thefe  fifty  cafes,  only  ten 
have  been  fubffantiated  by  adroiffible  evidence,  and  it  is 
to  be  prefumed  that,  even  of  thefe,  fome  error  might  have 
occurred  m  the  introduftion  of  toe  difeafe;  01,  as  in 
fome  afferted  cafes  of  Small  Pox  fubfequent  to  Small  Pox, 
the  Chicken  Pox  has  been  midaken  for  the  Small  Pox. 

From  thefe  fafts  it  is  clearly  to  be  inferred,  that  while 
one  perfon  in  three  hundred  perifhes  under  the  influence 
of  Inoculated  Small  Pox,  only  one  patient  in  twenty-five 
thoufand  is  liable  to  take  the  Small  Pox  after  having  palled 
through  the  difeafe  of  the  Cow  Pox. 

It  has  been  objefted  that  the  Cow  Pox  has  been  followed 
bv  troublefome  eruptive  complaints  ;  in  a  few  in  fiances 
this  may  have  been  the  cafe,  but  thefe  have  been  fo  few, 
that  it  is  far  more  reafonable  to  impute  them  to  lome 
confiitutional  caufe  in  the  patient,  than  to  the  Cow  l  ox  ; 
and  if  fuch  eruptions  have  been  produced  by  this  mild 
difeafe,  it  may  be  prefumed,  that  confequences  much  more 
to  be  lamented  would  have  refulted  from  either  the 
Natural  or  Inoculated  Small  Pox. 

The  Direftors  of  the  Vaccine  Infiitution  trufi,  that,  a 
praftice  which  promifes  fuch  very  confiderable  individual 
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and  general  advantages,  and  which  has  been  recommended 
by  the  unanimous  voice  of  all  the  Medical  Faculty,  will 
be  univerfally  adopted;  the  only  remaining  obftacle,  that 
of  trouble  and  expence  to  the  Poor,  it  is  the  defign  ot  the 
Inftitution,  which  they  have  been  appointed  to  condufif,  to 
obviate.  Relying  oil  the  benevolent  liberality  oi  the 
wealthy,  they  have  engaged  Mr.  C  alt  ON,  on  whole 
Re  ill  and  attention  they  can  depend,  to  inoculate  the  Chil¬ 
dren  of  the  Poor  at  their  own  houfes,  and  to  infpelf  the 
progrefs  of  the  difeafe ;  in  the  difeharge  of  which  trull 
they  have  the  fatisfaffion  to  announce,  that  he  will  be  re¬ 
gularly  afliftedby  Dr.  Clarke,  and,  if  necefTary,  by  the 
advice  of  the  Medical  Gentlemen  of  the  Inftitution  ;  and 
they  earneftly  entreat  the  Poor,  on  their  part,  to  accept  the 
offer  which  Mr.  Calton  will  make  them,  as  the  means  of 
preferving  themfelves  and  their  Families  from  a  moll 
direful  difeafe,  their  Children  from  death,  or  from  diforders 
which  render  life  burdenfome  and  ufelefs,  and  their  Neigh¬ 
bours  from  a  malignant  and  deftru&ive  contagion. 

They  beg  leave,  finally,  to  protell  againft  the  practice  of 
Small  Pox  Inoculation — a  refource,  which,  although  it 
produces  fatisfaftion  to  individual  perfons,  yet  at  the  fame 
time  expofes  the  lives  and  comfort  of  many  hundreds  to 
iminent  danger,  and  is  calculated  to  dilfeminate  and  per¬ 
petuate  the  moll  deadly  pelf,  with  which  the  world  has 
been  ever  vilited.
